To the Cornish School Board: 

I hereby submit to you my second annual report. 

The editor of the Boston Transcript has said, ‘“The 
public school is a triple alliance for the training of citizens 
between parents, teachers and the state. We must avail 
ourselves of the conquering power of that alliance by giv- 
ing the public school moral support in the home and material 
support at the polls.’ The cost of almost every item of 
school expenditure exceeds that of last year. Retrench- 
ment has not been possible. The Board has carefully scru- 
tinized every expenditure before it was authorized and has 
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thus kept down expenses to the lowest possible limit com- 
patible with efficiency. Statistics show that we fall far be- 
low the State average in the salaries which we pay our teach- 
ers. But we have to cut our garment according to the 
cloth. We have a definite income and it must be made to 
cover the expenditures incident to thirty-six weeks of 
schooling. The School Board in its recommendations for 
1921-22 has estimated that a larger sum should be raised 
for the needs of the school. 

Fortunately for the agricultural towns the cost of 
schools is paid in considerable part by the state. We have 
already received this year $359.87, we are soon to receive 
$656.91, and if the legislature enacts into law the emergency 
bill now before it we shall later receive $574.81. This 
state aid totals $1591.59 or about $1.38 per $100 of the 
town’s valuation. 

The registers show a much better attendance than dur- 
ing the same period last year. A considerable number of 
pupils have been perfect in attendance, a few have tried to 
evade the law, but when the penalties of the law have been 
called to the parent’s attention it has usually resulted in 
regular attendance. In one instance the case was taken to 
court and a fine was imposed. 

Standard tests in arithmetic have been given in the 
schools. The results on the whole were up to expectation 
but there is much chance for improvement. At the end of 
the year these tests will be given again. We hope by this 
means to eliminate the haphazard judgment of progress. 
Monthly tests in penmanship are given by the teachers and 
a record of attainment is kept. The minimum standard of 
attainments as established by the State Board of Education 
in the first three grades are the bases of promotion in these 
erades. . 

Health lessons are taught in the schools with a view to 
the establishment of proper health habits. Daily physical 
exercises are required. The school physician has given 
each child a physical examination and reports of the de- 
fects found are sent to the parents. The problem of a 
school nurse to follow up the cases needing remedial action . 
remains as yet unsolved.

Another summer the school on Dingleton Hill should 
have some repairs. The underpinning, the floor, the floor 
beams, the window casings, etc., all are in need of atten- 
tion. None of our buildings are well lighted but the rem- 
edy of this defect might well be postponed to more normal 
times in cost of material and labor. Jackets have been 
placed around the stoves in three schoolrooms with greatly 
improved heating results. 

I regret that few parents visit our schools excepting 
on days of public exercises. They are always welcome and 
their frequent visits would be a pleasure and an inspiration 
to the children. 

More efficient work is being done this year. We have 
more trained teachers and teachers of more experience. As 
@ body they are hard working, painstaking and show con- 
stant devotion to duty. They are endeavoring to do fruit- 
ful work and are heartily cooperating in raising the stand- 
ard of efficiency of our schools.

The past year has been a good one’so far as patronage 
and interest go. Your Board of Trustees regularly or- 
ganized and planned the year’s work at its beginning. So 
far as possible, under existing circumstances, the plans have 
been carried out. In September we called in the books 
from most of the Branches and placed collections of books 
for both children and adults in the seven school houses out- 
side the village. Two of the regular Branch libraries were 
maintained as the nublic need seemed to demand them. 
Your librarian ha tried to use her best judgment in books 
for these Branches, having in mind the mental needs of 
all classes of readers. These books have been changed as 
eften as seemed wise. The teachers you will see have been 
paid a small sum regularly to slightly repay them for time 
. used in caring for the books and we feel sure many families 
have availed themselves of this privilege of getting books 
from the nearby schoolhouse. All teachers have shown real 
interest in their books. You will see that we have added a 
large number of books under a good many different subjects 
for both young and older readers. Many books were 
bought to comply with requests received on the question- 
naire cards sent out. Every book asked for, unless it was 
already in possession of the library, was put on a list or- 
dered of one of the largest book stores in the United States. 
Nearly all were received. Our magazine table has been 
very well supplied—mostly by contribution. With all ex- 
pense paid by Mrs. Barrett, a complete inventory has been 
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taken of the library and much valuable work put on the 
catalog, making it more usable to date. This is not yet 
complete. 


Last summer Mrs. Adelaide Howland presented the 
library with a fine oil painting of Jacob Foss done by Mr. 
Frothingham, a Boston artist of considerable fame. This 
hangs over the librarian’s desk and welcomes all who enter. 
It seems very fitting that this public benefactor’s portrait 
should hang in our beautiful town library. The outside of 
the building has been put in good shape but the interior 
decorations planned and financially arranged for, were not 
done owing to scarcity of workmen for. this class of work 
in the surrounding towns. It may be that another year 
this may be brought about. 


The available funds for the year were apportioned in a 
budget under approval of the Combined Boards of Trustees 
of the Stowell Fund and Trustees of the Library. We find 
that in all divisions of that budget we have come through 
the year with quite a sum of money ahead. A large ship- 
ment of books, the bills for which came too late to be 
audited, will use about all the money available for that line 
however. Of the money set apart for work among 
Branches fully enough remains to complete the work among 
schools till their close in June. 


Mr. Barrett, while absent a large part of the year, has 
shown constant interest in and thought for the library, and 
has most faithfully performed the duties assigned him by 
the organized Board. Thanks are due many patrons of 
the library for encouraging words and acts during the year 
as well as for books and magazines received.
